Rome, January 12.—Seven Turkish 
gunboats were sunk and large numbers 
of Turkish tars were drowned or killed 
in the first tmportant naval engagement 
of the Turco-Italian war on January 7, 
according to an official account given 


out here today. 

The battle was fought out on the Red 
Sea. The Turks were preparing to con- 
voy a military expedition which was to 
cross Egypt and join the Turkish forces 


in Tripoll. 

The number of Turkish sailors, who 
were drowned, was not given out. Aft- 
ex the Italian ships had battered the 
Turkish war vessels with broadsides of 
shells and projectiles, the Turk tars 
swarmed into the sea. Great numbers 
of them were picked up by small craft 
from the Italian gunboats. 

A Turkish yacht in convoy was not 
fired upon. She is being sent to Rome. 

The Italian warships which took the 
principal part in the battle were the 
cruiser Piemonte and the destroyers 
Garibaldino and Artigliere. The ¢om- 
mander-in-chief had received orders to 
destroy or capture the Turkish gun- 
boats, as advices had been received that 
the were transporting Turkish 
troops destined to reinforce t Turk- 
ish army In Cyrenaica by wag®ur Egypt. 

As soon as the Italian warships: Pie- 
monte, Garibaldino and Artigliere en- 
countered the Turkish” gunboats, a 
short distance out ofthe Bay of Kun- 
fida, they sent shots across their bows 
and called on them to surrender. 
- The Turkish vessels gave no sign of 
compliance. The Italians immediately 
opened.a terrific fire, throwing in a 
hail of shells from their broadsides. 

The Turkish gunners replied feebly, 
but did not succeed in striking the Ital- 
ian vessels. | 

All seven of the Turkish boats were 
soon on fire and in a few minutes be- 
gan to sink. 

Boats were lowered from the Italian 
warships, which picked up many Turk- 
ish seamen, but a large number were 
drowned. 

During the brief combat the Turkish 
guners displayed utter incompetence, 
their small guns being fired wildly. 


Shells from the Italian ships were not. 


directed at the Turkish yacht Fauvette 
which accompanied the gunboats and 
she was the only unit of the Turkish 
flotilla which was not destroyed during 
the fight. The Fauvette is being 
brought to Rome under convoy.

A bill will be introduced in con- 
ress appropriating $500,000 for this 
purpose, and the president of the 
United States will be invited to pre- 
side at the ceremony. 

The plan contemplates the construc- 
tion on the Emmitsburg Turnpike of 
a stately memorial signifying unity 
and peace, taking the form of an arch 
om. gateway, to be surmounted by a 
heroic statue of Abraham Lincoln. 

Veterans from the civ 1 war are ex-

To prepare for the policing of the 
battlefield during the celebration, and 
the care and feeding of the veterans, 
congress will be asked to provide for 
the attendance of a sufficient number 
of troops, with the ranking officer of 
the army in supreme command, and 
for the erection of tents and barracks 
and commissary headquarters.

"COUNCIL AND THE BOYS’ HIGH SCHOOL. [Pay_— 


While tentatively projecting the city’s improvement program 
for the opening year, council cannot afford to ignore the imperative 
need of a new site and structure for the Boys’ High school. Since 
public sentiment manifested emphatic disapproval of the proposals 
to locate the new school in Piedmont Park or other section not 
accessible to all portions of the city, there has been a lull in the 


| discussion of the matter. But there has beer no change of opinion 


concerning the urgency of the situation, and if a plant suitable to 
the needs of the city is to be available-for the opening of the term 
of January, 1913, definite steps must be forthwith taken. 

There is no apologist for the present site and structure, no de- 
nial that both must be replaced by up-to-date substitutes if the 
high school facilities of the city are to make a pretense, even, at 
keeping pace with the growth of the demand upon them. The 
building proper is cramped for space, unsanitary, exposed constant- 
ty to the hazard of fire by reason of its character of construction 
and unprovided with a campus for play hours.’ Gradually increas- 
ing pressure upon the floor space of the school has forced the par- 
titioning of a portion of the building originally intended for an 
auditorium, and space so separated is used for the first grade, or 
youngest, students of the school, who must work under insufficient 
heat, light and ventilating facilities. 
fronts squarely upon two streets compels the students to use these 
narrow thoroughfares for recreation purposes, with the result that 
they are daily subjected to dangers from traffic. Accidents have al- 
ready occurred from this source and may be repeated any day. 

It should be possible to secure a site within reasonable dis- 
tance of the center of the city, affording space sufficient for the 
erection of a large, modern building, with ample campus room. A 
block would not be too much. Half a block might be made to 
suffice. The proceéds of the sale of the present building and site 
{would almost ‘meet the cost of a new plant. A year hence the 
price of a suitable location will, in all probability, be prohibitive. 

The school itself, its faculty and equipment are admirable, con- 
sidering the handicap imposed upon them. Under the direction of 
Principal W. F. Dykes, the discipline and scholarship of the in- 
stitution have been maintained in the face of adverse conditions. 
But the time has come when the one plant affording high school 
facilities to the entire educational system-of the city must be made 
to meet, and not, perforce, slur its mission. Council must take 
action at an early date, if the efficiency of this splendid institution | 
is to be even measurably maintained, and the city’s obligation to its 
students fairly discharged. 


WHAT ABOUT WICKERSHAMISM? 


Mr. Carnegie admits that he “recommended” Philander C, 
Knox, now secretary of state, for appointment as attorney general 
in the cabinet of President McKinley. Mr. Knox ;had previously 
been chief. counsel for the Carnegie interests. He became attorney 
general of the United States. 

The incident may convey fiothing sinister in political and 
legal history. But it suggests a fruitful field for speculation. Did 
anyone “recommend”-the present attorney general of the Unitea 
States? It will be remembered that he formerly sustained high 
professional connections with a New York Cotton Exchange firm. 
It will also be remembered that he placed the government in the 
attitude of launching its crusade against high-priced cotton by in- 
stituting prosecutions against men seeking to maintain or advance 
the price of that commodity. It will also be remembered that 
when questioned, only recently, he admitted his inability to say 
whether or not a clique existed to depress the price of cotton—in- 
deed, he did not know that such a conspiracy would even contra- 
vene the law. | 

In view of all these facts—why not probe Wickershamism? 

Its menace would be bad enough if it affected the south, and 
cotton, alone. For it is cotton that keeps the international cash 
balance on the American side of the ledger. 

But who can tell whether Wickershamism, suffering from my- 
opia so far as the producer of cotton is concerned, may not develop 
the same failing with regard to the producer of wheat, corn, any 
other of the staple American products? 

There are many facts in connection with the department of 
justice regarding which the American people have a lively and a 
legitimate curiosity. They want to know just how far bureau- 
cracy, favoritism and discrimination are burlesquing the proper 
functions. of this important department. They want to know 
what to expect from it—whether protection, impartial administra- 
tion of the laws, or vindictive and one-sided enforcement.

NOBLE ITALIAN SCHOLAR 
TAKES HIS OWN LIFE 


San. Francisco, January 12,—Luigi 
Donato Ventura, an Italian of noble 
birth and of ability as a writer and 
lecturer, committed suicide here last 
night by shooting himself through the 
heart in a fit of despondency, due to 
ifamily troubles. His complete sur- 
name was Ventura de Lecco Bari, and 
his family line traces back as far ag 
1299. 

Professor Ventura began his career 
as a page in the court of King Hum- 
bert. While a young. man he came to 
this country, and gained some notice 
through “Peppino,” a story of an Ital- 
ian newsboy in New York. He was a 


close friend of the younger Salyini, for . 


whom he wrote several plays. In San 
Francisco he gave readings from 
French dramatists. -He also lectured 
for a time at Stanford university. 

In the room in which he took his life 
lay 
mefce commissioner, Franklin K. Lane, 
who wrote: ; ‘ 

“I hope that with the dawn of a ney 
year you will appreciate life as not a 
dreary blank for you.” 

But in a note left for his daughter, 
Lillian, Ventura said.

M’NAMARA LIKED 
TO SEE GOOD WORK 


King Dynamiter Had Pictures 
of Wrecked Places For- 
warded to His Office. 


Indianapolis, Ind., January 12.—De- 
scriptions of how Ortie McManigal, 
with a suit case filled with explosives 
and time fuse, sneaked about the streets 
of Pittsburg and Buffalo and met men 
who discussed or pointed out “open 
shop” jobs that were to be blown up, 
together with photographs of wrecked 
places which were forwarded to John J. 
McNamara, were presented before the 
federal grand jury in its investigation 
of the dynamite conspiracy today. 

It developed that McNamara, as séc- 
retary-treasurer of the International 
Association of Bridge and Structural 
Tron Workers, obtainel whenever possi- 
ble, photographs of structures which 
McManigal blew up to keep a check on 
the dynamiter in paying him “fees” out 
of the $1,000 a month allowed McNama- 
ra. for organizing purposes.. Many of 
these photographs are in the hands of 
the gevernment. 

Just before he went to Buffalo, Mc- 
Manigal asserts he tried to quit the 
dynamiting business, Lut he was visited 
at his home in Chicago by a man whose 
name has not yet been publicly con- 
nected with the conspiracy, but who is 
known to the government. 

“This man told me I didn’t dare to 
quit, because, on account of my earlier 
jobs, they had it on me,” said McMani- 
gal. “He told me I had gone too far, 
and I would have to stick to it. Finally 
we beth went to Buffalo. The man 
with me said he wanted to get to Can- 
ada before the explosion. I took the 
dynamite out of my suit caSe and 
planted it with a sixty-foot fuse. It 
blew up that night.’

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GOVERNMENT TO 
SEE MORRIS BOOKS 


Accounts of Big Packer to Be 
Turned Over to Federal 
Prosecutor. 


Chicago, January 11.—An important 
point was won by the government to- 
day in the prosecution of the ten Chi- 
cago packers charged with criminal 
violation of the Sherman law, when 
Federal Judge Carpenter granted Dis- 
trict Attorney Wilkerson and an ex- 
pert accountant permission to exam- 
ine the books of Morris & Company 
outside the sessions of court. 

The books are the general journals 
and ledgers for Me period between 
1905 and 1910, and were produced in 
court by 
company. The government wants to 
read into the record 1erous entries 
in support of its contention that the 
allowances made for bq-products are 
inadequate and are part of the gen- 
eral operating plan of the alleged 
combination. 

Counsel for the defense protested 
against the ruling of the court, and 
insisted that the object of the govern- 
ment was to search for evidence. 

“They are going on a fishing expedi- 
tion for evidence,’ said Attorney Buck- 
ingham, representing the Swift & Com- 
pany group of defendants. ‘If they 
want certain items, let the witnesses 
they have called point them out and 
have them put in. evidence. These 
books contain ccnfidential information 
and their examination by the govern- 
ment should be limited to the purpose 
of this inquiry.” 

“The books are the property of the 
corporation and not of the individual 
defendants, and I believe the govern- 
ment should be permitted to examine 
them,” said Judge Carpenter in ruling 
on the question. ‘The government wiil 
limit its investigation to the subject 
of fresh meat and the disposition of 
the by-products.”

The Binet System. 

This system is discussed editorially 
in ‘The Dietetic and Hygienic Ga- 
zette, January, 1912. The system was 
Originated with a view to ascertain- 
ing the average age at which certain 
intellectual faculties may be expect-~- 
ed to develop. If they develop later, 
‘the child is considered normal; and 
the difference between the normal and 
the abnormal age of manifestation is 
taken as. a rude measure of the 
child’s degree of mental deficiency. 
Whatever the years of an abnormal 
child may be, the “Birffet age” is that 
of the normal child with whose in- 
tellection, as measured by the Binet 
tests, the intellection of the abnor- 
mal child corresponds. Thus a child 
of abnormal mentality of 10 years 
may have a Binet age of 2 or 3. The 
Binet ages of 1 and 2 are classed as 
those of idiots; from 3 to 7, as those 
of imbeciles; from 8 to 12, such cfhil- 
dren are “morons,” neafly eqhivalent 
to the English “fool.” Children are 
tested by simple questions correspond- 
ing to age and graded accordingly. 
If a child of 8 does not Know his right 
hand from his left, his mentality js 
2 years behind-hand and his Binet 
age is 6 When found tO average 
more than 3 years behind, he is con- 
sidered mentally defective. These 
tests are now being largely used so 
that merely backward children may 
be discriminated from really mentally 
defective children and idiots, and 
whenever possible diagnoses are made 
of the causes of mental deficiency and 
suitable treatment instituted.

In 
answer, the defendant propounded in- 
terrogatories by which it hoped to 
prove the corporation was a trust in 
control of the glucose output of 
the country in violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. The lower. court held 
that the interrogatories must be an- 
swered and on this question the case 
went to the court of appeals. 

The corporation may now enter a 
new suit and take the risk of answer- 
ing the interrogatories.

In his annual report, which he has 
just made to the war department, Gen- 
eral Evans sets out that many things 
are needed to make the national

First and foremost, in the opinion 
of General Evans, there should be 
special financial aid from the govern- 
ment for cavalry and artillery organi- 
zations of the national guard. This, 
both to help those already in exist- 
ance and to encourage others which 
may be formed. He points out that, 
at present, the national guard could 
not be formed into an army in con- 
junction with the regular army be- 
cause of its lack of artillery and 
cavalry. 

Besides this, the general recom- 
mends federal pay for adjutant gen- 
erals, pay for members of the national 
guard and limfted supplies of horses 
and forage for cavalry and artillery 
organizations.

Declaring that the only reason why 
Cc. J. Simmons, Sr., was removed from

Chicago, January 12.—An easier turn 
in wheat today resultéd from improved 
weather in the Argentine, making the 
outlook better for the late harvesting 
in that country, Closing prices were %

and hog products a shade to 74@10 
cents decline. 

Doubtless the more favorable condi- 
tions for harvesting wheat in the Ar- 
gentine would have had a great effect 
on the market but for the fact that 
owing to the railroad strike in that 
country shipments from there have 
dwindled to almost nothing. Better 
crop prospects though were also report- 
ed from India and Russia. Liberal snow 
protection over most of the winter 
wheat belt in the United States afford- 
ed some additional comfort to specula- 
tors on the bear side. At the ensuing 
decline support developed, owing to the 
santnens of world shipments and be- 
cause receipts northwest were under 
the record of a year ago. 

Considering the terrific cold and 
storms the supplies arriving at termi- 
points, however, seemed to many 
dealers to be larger than could reas- 
onably have been expected.

Last Sunday was the twenty-first 
birthday of the  Kaiser’s youngest son, 
Frince Joachim. This prince is not only 
the youngest, but the smallest of the 
budding Hohenzollerns. When the late 
King Edward went to Kiel in 1905, 
Prince Joachim, already an officer in 
the guards, was on duty with the guard 
of honor, all his brothers being pres- 
emt. After the Kaiser had kissed King 
Edward, the monarchs turned to the 
guard of honor, whereupon his majesty 
introduced his sons to the King.
